South Alberta 


About 30 per cent of seeding has 
been completed in Southern Al- 
berta, according to O. 8, Long- 
man, provincial field crops com- 
missioner. He was back in his 
office Friday following a trip 
through the south. 

Mr. Longman also reported that 
according to a preliminary survey 
made by the National Flax and Bar- 
ley Committee of which he is a 
member, there would be an increase 
of 54 per cent this year in the 
amount of acreage seeded to flax as 
compared to last year's figure. 

The government is urging an_in- 
crease in the acreage soWn to flax 
for vegetable oil purposes. Imports 
of vegetable oi] by Canada have 
been restricted by the war.

They were no doubt guided 
in the by-passing operation by Burmese 
sympathizers who knew the country bet- 
ter than the defenders. 

If enough supports can be pushed 
through in the wake of the tanks, this 
route to Chungking will be closed and the 
Chinese army in China cut off from India 
ayd supply sources abroad. This possibil- 
ity was foreseen long ago and work start- 
ed on an alternative mountain highway far 
to the northwest. Whether this has been 
completed has not been announced. 

With-the Japanese making a steady ad- 
vance toward the known objective, it may 
be supposed the huge equipment stores at 
Lashio were carried away before they ar- 
rived. And the Burma road along which 
supplies have moved north will be equally 
useful as a highway along which Chinese 
troops can move south to block the in- 
vaders, 

This spearhead advance does not let 
the main Japanese forces out of the low- 
lands along the Sittang and the  Irra- 
waddy, where they are still being held and 
where the rains due in a few weeks would 
stop their military activities for ° some 
months, How serious a reverse the loss of 
Lashio will ‘be only time can show. It is 
not impossible that the enemy advance 
forces there may be cut off and the re- 
verse turned into an Allied victory, which 
on the eve of the mongoon would be parti- 
cularly important, 

Unless the Japanese can hold Lashio 
now, they are not likely to see it again. 


The Problem Of India 


Sir Stafford Cripps refuses to be dis- 
couraged by the failure of his mission to 
India. And in his statement to parliament 
he was very careful to say nothing which 
could give offence to those who were re- 
sponsible for the failure. In the mildest 
of language he said the breakdown was 
due to the failure on the part of Indian 
leaders to agree on the “method by which 
self-determination was to be exercised.” 

In the plainer words not permissible in 
an official statement, the breakdown was 
caused by the demand of the Congress 
party that it be allowed to rule all India, 
and the refusal of the Moslem and Sikh 
minorities to be ruled by the Hindu “Brah- 
mins’, Any criticism coming to the 
authorities at London must be on the 
ground that they might have known this 
deadlock was sure to occur, much as they 
hoped the contrary. 

Sir Stafford is obviously right in say- 
ing that any further proposals must 
come from India. London exhausted the 
possibilities open to it in offering any self- 
governing system upon which the party 
leaders would agree, or separate systems 
if they would agree to no single one. 

Meanwhile the problem is the defence of 
India, not its future government. Unless it 
is successfully defended, the Axis powers 
will attend to the governing business, with- 
out consulting Gandhi or Nehru. And it 
is plain that the defending will have to be 
done mainly by the United Nations as a 
part of their general war strategy, with 
such help as the existing Indian army may 
be able to give. 

The gentlemen who broke up the Delhi 
conference can’t do much at this late hour, 
even if they have not yielded to the blan- 
dishments of enemy propagandists, which 
there is some cause to suspect. 


When Winter Comes 


One passage in Herr Hitler's speech on 
Sunday is particularly worthy of note. He 
said one of the chief contributing factors 
to his troubles during the winter was the 
inability of the railways to keep supplies 
moving regularly to the Russian front. 
Things would be better next winter, he 
predicted. 

Which may, or may not, be the case. 
A good deal will depend on what others 
than Herr Hitler do to the railways. And 
railways can only deliver supplies if they 
can get them. At present the production 
of military requirements in Germany is 
undergoing curtailment. How rapidly is 
indicated by certain known facts, 

Thus the Heinkel factory at Rostock is

not producing planes any more, The Skoda 
works cut down its output of guns on Sun- 
day. The diesel plant at Augsburg is only 


a repair job. The Renault works near 


Paris have not been making trucks for a 
month, The Krupp plant at Essen went 
out of commission a few weeks ago. The 
Ruhr area is a junk yard. 

Over three-fourths of Germany and 
over all occupied France, a systematic de- 
struction of supply-sources is being car- 
ried‘on by the R.A.F. bombers. The range 
will widen, the bombers multiply, and the 
destruction increase as the summer 
passes. The railways themselves are com- 
ing in for a blasting which must at least 
offset reconditioning operations. 

If the best Herr Hitler can promise his 
wondering supporters is that supplies will 
meve to the army next winter in more 
regular order than last winter, the 
prediction will hardly enthuse the dis- 
pirited among them. For in whatever con- 
dition the railways may then be, the out- 
look is that there will not be a superabund- 
ance of supplies to deliver. Empty box 
cars can't maintain an army. 

The selective bombardment of muni- 
tions plants is wrecking the industrial ma- 
chine without which the Nazi fighting ma- 
chine cannot function or even defend it- 
self. The Reich productive powers are tre- 
mendous, but they are being reduced with 
mathematical certainty and precision, It is 
now almost caiculable in advance how 
much they will be reduced in a given 
period. 

This is a fact which cannot be hidden 
from observant Germans, Nazi or non- 
Nazi, by chatter about tinkering up the 
railways—which can also be blown up as 
fast as they can be eet 


From Washington comes alarming 
news. Hairpins and bob-pins must not be 
more than two inches long, and there is 
going to be only a limited supply of the 
abbreviated fasteners. Whither, then, 
must trend the fashion? Is it to be a short 
clip, or the old-time pigtail?

There are more cattle in Canada than 
at any time for many years, but beef is 
scarce, There is no doubt more than one 
reason for the paradox. One is the heavy 
shipment of catlle to the United States, 
and this may be checked for a time to 
avert serious shortage in the home meat 
market.

Higher Incomes 
Harder

OTTAWA.—As the government 
sees it, the Roosevelt message to 
Congress on April 27 was double- 
barreled, Both barrels were 
loaded, 

The Roosevelt price controls 
are helpful to Canada but 
Roosevelt taxation program, if 
carried out by Congress, has cere 
tain sharp differences from the 
Canadian program and _ these 
might provoke debate in Canada 
over the relative equity of the 
two, 

This taxation program calls for 
a ceiling on incomes at $25,000 
per year, after al] taxes have 
been paid. In effect this means a 
limit on incomes of $40,000 per 
year. He proposés a minimum 
corporation tax of 55 per cent, 
rising to 100 per cent on excess 
profits, The definition of excess 
profits in the two countries is 
roughly the same. 

This program is embarrassing 
to Ottawa because of the stress 
which President Roosevelt pro- 
poses to place on corporations as 
distinct from individuals, There 
| would be no great opposition here 
| to a limit on incomes of $40,000 
per year prior to taxation, It 


the | 


would mean little. Latest statis- 
ties (for the fiscal year of 1940) 
show that 743 persons earned 
more than $40,000, and the total 
of their income was $59,015,473. 
Allowing them the ceiling of 
$40,000 would mean $29,720,000 
leaving the amount to be taken 
under the ceiling at $29,295,473— 
or enough to run the war for less 
than a week. 


Profits Tax 

The excess profits tax in Can- 
jada is 75 per cent, and hitherto 
the government has resisted all 
demands to boost it to 100 per 
cent. Here again, however, the 
difference between the prevailing 
rate, and the Roosevelt program 
is not as great as appears. 

Combined corporation and ex- 
cess profits taxes run to 80 per 
jcent and inasmuch as price ceil 
{ing subsidies are to be deducted 
| from excess profits tax payments 
}it is doubtful if hereafter there 
| will be many corporations in the 
{upper brackets. | 
| The corporation tax, however, | 
is a different matter, The Can- 
adian minimum is 40 per cent 
and the Roosevelt minimum is 55 
per cent, At Ottawa the 40 per 
cent impost is regarded as severe, 


and the Roosevelt proposal is| 
jidentified as in line with the new 
deal philosophy never popular 
at Ottawa, ' 


At the same time, the Roosevelt 
proposals for the personal income 
lax are less severe on moderate 


incomes than the Canadian in- 
come tax,

Everybody has some part to play, 
said John. Every man between the 
ages of 18 and 60 has to join the 
fire guard, and is instructed fully

The two other lads, Roy Davis 
and Hugh Bright, the Scottish 
representative, each had a similar 
story to tell, All the Scouts were 
enthusiastic about the reception 
they had received in all parts of 
Canada—they referred to the Ed.

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
said he had been asked by Conser- 
vative Leader Hanson and C.C.F 
Leader Coldwell to say there would 
be no restrictions on the work of the 
committee in seeking out possible 
economies in the outlay of money 
for war purposes 

“I wish to give that assurance em- 
phatically and wnéquivocally,” said 
Mr. King. “The desire of the gov- 
ernment is to have this committee 
inquire as fully as it can into all 
matters which its members or others 
may consider it desirable to in- 
vestigate.” 

The government was more con- 
cerned than anyone with the prob- 
lem of controlling expenditure of 
the vast stms of money for war pur- 
poses.

General Motors 
In Priority Jam 


WASHINGTON, May 1—(AP)— 
The United States War Production 
Board Thursday night cited Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, Detroit, for 
alleged violation of priority orders 

The order charged that the Tern- 
stedt manufacturing division of 
General Motors used considerable 
quantities of chrome steel and al- 
uminum in the manufacture of 
bright work’, decorative mold- 
ings, radiator grills and other body 
hardware for atitomobiles, in direct 
violation of regulations. 

A suspension order, effective Sat 
urday, prohibits General Motors 
from manufacturing any replace- 
ment parts for passenger car; 
trucks, trailers or busses for a period 
of three months, except functional 
replacement parts necessary to keep 
vehicles on the road 

The suspension order charged that 
Ternstedt used 10,259 pounds of 
chrome steel—a hard metal needed 
in armament production—in the 
production of decorative moldings 
between Jan. 7 and March 9 of this 


year.

“v's all in a day's work. You've 
got a job to do and you do it.” 
Explaining that his job was co- 
operation with 63 other fellow 
crew members on a corvette, es- 
corting convoys across the At- 
lantic, Officer's Steward Neil 
Cowan, home on leave after a 
year's naval duty on the Atlantic, 
scoffed at any idea of heroics in 
his duties, 

Mr. Cowan is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs, Fred Cowan, 12118 95 street. 

In an interview Friday, Steward 
Cowan stated that “the Axis will 
never be able to stop the convoys 
from crossing the Atlantic.” In all 
the time he has been with his cor- 
vette on convoy duty, not a single 
ship has been lost. Presence of 
submarines near convoys has been 
detected many times, and in these 
instances, it is the duty of the cor- 
vette to pursue the submarine if 
possible and sink it. 


VISITS IN ISLES 

Steward Cowan's Atlantic cross- 
ings have taken him many times to 
Ireland, where he finds the people 
hospitable and optimistic about the 
Outcome of the war. He has also 
visited Scotland. He experienced 
no air raids during his visits to the 
British Isles, and the nightly black- 
outs did not impress him, as he has 
been experiencing them each night 
while on the corvette, 

The winter before last, his ship 
travelled on the tail of a hurricane 
officially clocked at 110 miles per 
hour, 

Asked if he had ever ex- 
perienced sea-sickness in rough 
weather, Steward Cowan atated 
that sea-sickness was mostly a 
matter of imagination, and that to 
date, he has never experienced it. 

He spoke most appreciatively of 
the two issues of knitted clothing 
received last year from the Red 
Cross and J.0.D.E. 

Steward Cowan will remain in 
the city until May 10 before re- 
turning to assume his duties on the 
cast coast. 

His two brothers are also in the 
R.C.N.V.R. Leading. Signaiman 
Russell Cowan and Yeoman Signal- 
man Roy Cowan are both on duty 
on the west coast

A bitter pill to swallow was the defence role that had to be assumed by the Ist Canadian Corps overseas, but at no time 
since its arrival in the Old Country has the Corps lost sight of the leading part that it is unquestionably destined to 
play when British invasion of the continent takes place. The Corps has been built into an immense two-way fighting 
machine and the hard, gruelling training it has had has made it second to none as a defensive as well as an offensive 

force. The troops, itching always to carry the battle onto the enemy's own soil, are daily adding to their knowledge of 
hard-hitting offensive action.

The stealth patrols, tank am- 
bushes and tank-laager raids as 
practiced by the Canadian infan- 
tryman in England are all offen- 
sive forms of defence.

Guard field exercises, with the 
latter's role much more. static 
than that of the Canadians. The

This widespread preference for 
tactics which defend by attacking 
is particularly evident in the field 
training which this observer con- 
tends is the most valuable of all 
Canadian preparation efforts. I 
refer to their aptly named "Bat- 
tle Drill.’ 

Only the arrival of the tank 
caused greater upheaval in the 
tactical training and habits of 
Canadian infantry than the adop- 
tion of Battle Drill. It has not 
only changed the methods of care 
rying out what the last war's in- 
fantry knew as “skirmishing” an 
“open order” field practice; it has 
made these interesting and life- 
Saving exercises many times more 
graphic, battle-realistic and valu- 
able for every man taking part 

The earnest rehearsal of Battle 
Drill tactics has practically elim- 
inated the parade-square, even 
ceremonials, in the training syl- 
labus of Canadian infantry. That 
means they are Jearning team- 
work and precision in the field 
instead of on parace, They are 


learning to fight instead of 
square-push, 
The old “form fours’ and 


“wheels” and “inclines” and close 
order drill of British regiments 
on the parade-ground were deriv- 
ed from the actual movements on 
the battlefield of the days of 
Waterloo. For instance, armies 
were actually formed in line and 


then wheeled and inclined to 
kegp facing the enemy, The new 
Battle Drill is similar to this ex- 


tent: It is movement of today's 
troops in the actual tactical for- 
mations they will use in almost 
any offensive action on today's 
actual battlefields.
